Parish Council 


Arboretum Plans are being made for planting about 100 trees of 50 species, ranging 
from forest trees to ornamental types, on the strip of land between the perimeter 
road and the Lolworth boundary. ‘he trees will be provided partly by "Trees for 
People''and partly by the County Council. 

Slide A children's slide has been purchased for erection in the play area at the 
southern end of the Village Park. It is an "Embankment Slide" and will be placed 
down the slope there. 

Planning Applications A 3-sided, single tier advertising column for the forecourt of 
the shopping precinct was rejected because it was felt to be pointless so close to 
the shops, and because it was out of keeping with earlier proposals for beds of plants 
on the forecourt. Proposals for the western end of the precinct include a tidying-up 
of the ironwork, provision of flower beds, and the laying of a path to the car park 
and Gladeside. 

Lights Work on installation is progressing as fast as possible. 

T.V. Aerial Maintenance will be the responsibility of the Contractor. 

Bus passes Should Whippet Coaches be granted the service, then the appropriate 
season tickets would be issued to school children. 

Village Green The Council agreed to accept the quotation of £4,600 for the necessary 
work on the Green; of this the Council will pay half and Bar Hill Developments the 
other half. Discussion is now taking place on the provision of a tarmac area and 
playground equipment. ; 
Traffic Enquiry This is still not completed. Whippet Coaches have given evidence; 
an attempt to get Whippet and Eastern Counties to run a joint service failed, and 

the enquiry was adjourned. ‘fhe Council is now approaching both companies to run a 
shoppers! service into Cambridge on Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and Friday mornings.

Paths We have been unable to get a satisfactory answer as yet about the state of 
the existing paved paths from the Developers, despite their previous assurance that 
"they would take immediate steps to repair broken slabs". 


Lighting ‘he delay is now that the Developers are waiting for the Electricity 
Board to install their meters, but even as I write this, part of Foxhollow has 
been "switched on" so perhaps we are beginning to see the light in this problem. 


Village Trust The Developers are awaiting a draft scheme from their legal 
department which should be available for distribution to the various people 
concerned in the Village within the next seven days, so they say. A meeting will 
be called following the receipt of this scheme. 


Shops ‘the Chemist has withdrawn, but another application is "in hand", Other 
shops that have applied for leases are: a scooter accessory shop, a launderette 
(open by Christmas, according to the owner,) and a firm called Spit Fixings. 


Trees Arrangements are being put in hand to guard all trees on construction sites. 


Landscaping The Developers are not prepared to divulge the amount of money they 
spend per household on the landscaping of the Village. We have heard of a similar 
development to ours whose original developers allocated over £100 per house for 
this purpose! 

Foxhollow The problem of surface water and drainage is now being rectified and 
should not cause further concern. 


Open Meeting Mr. Nunn has declined an invitation to attend another open meeting 
with residents early in the New Year. 


Tribute to Mr. R. A. Burry ‘the AGM suggested that a suitable tribute to the 
memory of the late Mr. Burry, the founder of the present Asscciation, would be to 
purchase a teak seat, to be positioned in the Mall if the Developers and Parish 
Council agree. 


Play Equipment It was suggested that the new committee. look into ways of 
providing more "adventure playground" type equipment for the communal play areas 
in the Village, and if necessary of raising funds to purchase it. The Developers 
would also be asked to assist in providing some of the equipment. 


Keymarkets Following complaints about Keymarkets, the meeting agreed that the 
management should be asked if they would be prepared to meet a "consumer group" 
of residents representing the Village to discuss the service offered by Keymarkets. 

Keymarkets have readily agreed to this, and we hope to fix a date in January. 
In the meantime please write to me with your suggestions, together with your name 
and address if you would like to attend. 


Rates ‘The committee were asked if they would make enquiries about getting the 
present rate reduced, as we are not yet entitled to all the facilities that we 
pey for. the Parish Council pointed out that the present rate was recently 
increased by a local rate of 3.3p in the pound to help pay for the Village Green, 
as agreed by a public meeting.
